72 dead in Iran Air plane Shot US lawmaker responsive 
crash: state media but still critical 


TEHRAN (AFP) - A Boeing 
727 airliner with state-run Iran 
Air crashed on Sunday near a 
northwestern city in bad 
weather and broke into pieces, 
killing at least 72 of the 105 
people on board, state media 
reported. 

"The plane crash has killed 
72 people and injured 33," Fars 
news agency reported, quoting 
the coroner's office of West 
Azerbaijan province where the 
plane came down. 

Earlier, state news agency 
IRNA reported that 70 people 
had been killed in the accident 
near the city of Orumiyeh. 

"Based on information re¬ 
ceived so far, 70 people have 
been killed and 32 injured" in 
the crash, Heydar Heydari, 
deputy head of the Iranian Red 
Crescent, told state news 
agency IRNA. 

The Mehr news agency, 
quoting a senior medical offi¬ 
cial, also reported that 70 peo¬ 
ple were killed in the crash.

The plane with the Islamic 
republic's national carrier 
crashed near the northwestern 
city of Orumiyeh at around 
7:45 pm (1615 GMT), an offi¬ 
cial in West Azerbaijan 
province said, quoted on state 
television's website. 

"The airplane took off an 
hour later than scheduled time 
from Tehran towards Oru¬ 
miyeh and because of bad 
weather conditions came down 
in a village area near Oru¬ 
miyeh," the unidentified offi¬ 
cial said. 

The governor-general of 
West Azerbaijan, Vahid 
Jalalzadeh, told state television 
that "all the bodies and the in¬ 
jured have been transferred to 
different hospitals in the city" 
of Orumiyeh. 

Giving sketchy details of 
the crash, Jalalzadeh said the 
pilot had lost contact with the 
airport before the airliner dis¬ 
appeared off the radar. 

"Then the plane crashed 
near the village and villagers 
told the authorities about the 
crash site. Some passengers 
were able to get out of the 
plane themselves, and villagers 
took several passengers to hos¬ 
pitals," he said. 


BEIJING (AFP) - US Defense 
Secretary Robert Gates today 
embarks on a series of meet¬ 
ings with top Chinese generals 
in a bid to shore up rocky mil¬ 
itary relations with Beijing, 
amid US concern over China's 
advanced weaponry. 

The trip to China by Gates, 
his first since 2007, comes just 
days ahead of a crucial visit to 
Washington by Chinese Presi¬ 
dent Hu Jintao, and both sides 
are keen to show some 
progress in defence ties. 

The Pentagon chiefs meet¬ 
ings begin today with his Chi¬ 
nese counterpart, General

TUCSON, Arizona (AFP) - 
The US congresswoman shot 
in the head by a would-be as¬ 
sassin during a shooting spree 
at an Arizona political event is 
in a critical condition but 
showing positive signs, medics 
said Sunday. 

Gabrielle Giffords, 40, was 
in a medically-induced coma 
but could respond to basic ver¬ 
bal commands, said doctors at 
the University of Arizona 
Medical Center, who were 
"cautiously optimistic" about 
her recovery chances. 


Liang Guanglie, who recently 
vowed to keep up investments 
in new weapons. 

Beijing broke off military 
relations with the United States 
a year ago over Washington's 
sale of more than six billion 
dollars' worth of arms to rival 
Taiwan, and tentative plans for 
an earlier visit by Gates were 
called off. 

US officials, including 
Gates, have for years appealed 
to China to embrace a perma¬ 
nent dialogue between military 
leaders regardless of political 
disputes, but the Chinese have 
tended to view defence rela¬ 
tions as a bargaining chip. 


A nine-year-old girl and a 
federal judge were among six 
people killed and at least 14 
others were wounded before 
bystanders at the event in Tuc¬ 
son on Saturday grappled a 
gunman armed with a 9mm 
Glock pistol to the ground. 

Alleged shooter Jared 
Loughner, a 22-year-old local 
resident, was due to appear in 
court later Sunday to face fed¬ 
eral charges, according to FBI 
chief Robert Mueller. 

Giffords was helped by the 
fact the bullet did not go 
through both hemispheres of 
her brain, traveling instead the 
length of the left side of her 
brain, an area that controls 
speech. 

"We're very encouraged by 
that. We are still in critical con¬ 
dition. Brain swelling at any 
time can take a turn for the 
worse," said Michael Lemole, 
the head neurosurgeon who 
operated on Giffords. 

Giffords, from President 
Barack Obama's Democratic 
Party, was meeting con¬ 


stituents outside a Tucson su¬ 
permarket Saturday when the 
gunman shot her at point blank 
range before spraying bullets 
on the small crowd. 

The motivation for the 
shooting remained unclear. 
Loughner, a failed army re¬ 
cruit, had filled the Internet 
with angry and largely inco¬ 
herent condemnations of the 
government. 

A Loughner profile posted 
on YouTube listed Karl Marx 
and Friedrich Engels's "The 
Communist Manifesto" and 
Adolf Hitler's "Mein Kampf' 
among his favorite books. 

A witness who helped wres¬ 
tle Loughner to the ground said 
it seemed the suspect had 
come ready to kill even more 
people because he had two 
more ammunition clips and a 
knife in his pockets. 

"He was ready for war, he 
was not playing around," Joe 
Zamudio told CNN. "He was 
blank. He was callous, al¬ 
most."

Piers — who recorded his interview with Oprah in California 
earlier this week — said: “She’s a compelling interview.

I guar¬ 
antee you’ll enjoy this one.” 

The former Britain’s Got Talent judge — who was reportedly 
handed an $8.4 million deal to front the program — insisted he 
only ever had Oprah in mind to be his first guest on the show, 
which begins on January 17. 



Gates in China to shore up 
uneasy military ties 
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The Office of the Prosecutor is not 
‘pulling punches’ this Carnival 


The Office of the Prosecutor 
and the Police Force are work¬ 
ing together again this year to 
ensure that Carnival 57 pro¬ 
ceeds as safely and incident 
free as possible. They have 
adopted the ‘zero-tolerance’ 
approach and the “Faya-bo- 
haya” (mess up and you pay) 
disciplinary method. The Zero 
Tolerance policy of the Police 
Force takes effect as of Satur¬ 
day, January 8th during the 
‘Fakkeloptochf (fire torch pa¬ 
rade) in Oranjestad; and will 
remain in effect for the entire 
Carnival season. Particular 
emphasis will be placed on the 
parades, the Carnival elections 
and on all other Carnival fes¬ 
tivities. 

Both the Zero Tolerance 
policy and the Faya-bo-haya 
disciplinary method were suc¬ 
cessfully implemented in the 
2009 and 2010 Carnival activ¬ 
ities. This year again, these 
measures are designed to en¬ 
sure that anyone who tries to 
disrupt our Carnival festivities 


will face very stem measures. 

The Faya-bo-haya discipli¬ 
nary measure entails that any¬ 
one detained by the police for 
even relatively simple of¬ 
fenses, such as, violence, de¬ 
struction, dmnkenness, or any 
other type of infraction, will 
receive an immediate citation 
(‘boef as these are called 
here). This year there is an in¬ 
crease in the citations. In pre¬ 
vious years, the citations were 
between Afls.100 and 
Afls.1000. If the citation is 
paid immediately, the case is 
considered handled. To facili¬ 
tate payment of the citations, 
there will be payment swipe 
machines in two Police dis¬ 
patches. 

If the citation is not paid 
immediately the offender will 
be given a summons to appear 
in Court for the so called ‘Car¬ 
nival hearing.’ designed espe¬ 
cially for offenders who 
become guilty of any punish¬ 
able offense committed during 
Carnival. 


Last year there were 31 ci¬ 
tations presented, while a total 
of 75 persons were arrested. 
The Court hearings always re¬ 
sults in much higher citations. 
In the event of more serious 
crimes, such as serious acts of 
violence and the illegal posses¬ 
sion of a firearm, the offender 
may be put behind bars for the 
duration of the Carnival sea¬ 
son. Just as in previous years, 
the Office of the Prosecutor 
strongly disapproves of the ex¬ 
cessive use of alcohol during 
Carnival. It was clear in last 
year’s parades, that as of the 
start of the Carnival activities, 
the excessive use of alcohol, 
especially among the youth, 
was the main cause of most of 
the incidents of public disorder 
and violence. The Office of the 
Prosecutor is making an urgent 
plea to our community to limit 
the use of alcohol as much as 
possible. 

During Carnival, the Office 
of the Prosecutor will continue 
her action of trying to collect 
on overdue unpaid citations. 
This means that those who 
may still be in arrears with the 
payment of a citation, who do 
not clear their open account, 
will be collected personally at 
home. Failure to make imme¬ 
diate payment will result in 
being put in jail. Payment of 
citations can be made at the 
Office of the Prosecutor from 
Monday to Friday from 
8:00am to 11:30am and from 
1:00pm to 3:330 pm. Payment 
can be made in cash or by 
check. Everyone is advised to 
pay their citations so as not to 
miss this year’s Carnival.

LONDON (AFP) - The 
British government said Sun¬ 
day it had closed a loophole 
that could have seen Queen 
Elizabeth IPs head chopped 
off stamps if the Royal Mail 
national postal service was 
sold to a foreign firm. 

Ministers have squared the 
plans with Buckingham 
Palace and the sovereign's 
head will be kept on stamps 
in the future, Postal Services 
Minister Ed Davey said. 

Business Secretary Vince 
Cable is to unveil the amend¬ 
ments today, the tabloid said. 

The previous draft legisla- 


as tsntons increasingly use 
email instead of sending let¬ 
ters, the cash-strapped gov¬ 
ernment wants to sell off 
Royal Mail to give it an injec¬ 
tion of private sector capital. 

German and Dutch firms 
are thought to be among the 
front-runners to buy the serv¬ 
ice, The Mail on Sunday re¬ 
ported.

The current standard 
stamps, drawn up in 1967 by 
Alan Machin, are considered 
a design classic and a defin¬ 
ing icon of Britain recognised 
around the world.

From bathroom to bedroom, homes

JAKARTA (AFP) - A threat 
by Indonesia to curb Black- 
Berry smartphone services 
unless the company filters 
pornographic sites prompted 
a wave of angry protests on¬ 
line on Sunday.

eye on all three bodies. The disk of the Sun is partly obscured on the lower left, as the 
Moon is 20 minutes past the maximum eclipse. The partial solar eclipse was the first 
of four in 2011, with others coming on June 1, July 1, and November 25. Eclipses occur 
when the new Moon passes in the line between Sun and Earth. Because the Moon’s 
orbit is inclined about 5 degrees to Earth’s, the Moon and its shadow often pass above 
or below the plane of the Earth. Because both orbits are elliptical, the size and shape 
of eclipses changes slightly with each event. 


They include washing ma¬ 
chines that can be instructed 
from the office to run at the 
most cost-effective times and 
a camera-equipped robot vac¬ 
uum cleaner, the Hom-Bot, 
which can be instructed re¬ 
motely to clean the floor.

An owner can access the 
information while shopping 
via a smartphone and check 
whether they have enough 
milk or orange juice, for ex¬ 
ample. 

In case of a problem such 
as a door left open, the LG re¬ 
frigerator can send an alert to 
an owner's smartphone or 
computer. 

Tom de Salvo, a 
spokesman for Kenmore, the 
appliance brand of retail titan 
Sears, said the company is re¬ 
searching the possibilities of 
being able to turn an oven or 
a clothes dryer on or off using 
a smartphone. 

Safety questions have not 
made this a reality yet, he 
said, but as of next year, the 
temperature of a Kenmore 
oven, for example, can be 
regulated from a distance 
using a smartphone. 

US home appliance giant 


General Electric is 
making its first ap¬ 
pearance at CES to 
show off its home 
energy management 
solutions including 
"Nucleus," which 
gives consumers in¬ 
formation about 
electricity consump¬ 
tion. 

Nucleus, which is 
expected to be avail¬ 
able later this year, 
works with smart 
meters, smart appliances, 
programmable thermostats 
and software applications to 
help homeowners monitor 
their usage and reduce their 
electricity bills. 

Joseph McGuire, the pres¬ 
ident of the Association of 
Home Appliance Manufactur¬ 
ers, said US government en¬ 
ergy standards — and tax 
credits for energy efficient ap¬ 
pliances — were a big driver 
for innovation in the sector. 

Ultimately, though, it's 
consumers who will decide, 
he said, with the ability to cut 
down on electricity bills a 
prime motivating factor. 

It's not just the standard 
household items such as 
washers and dryers which are 
taking advantage of the latest 
technology, other products on 
display here are too. 

Cedric Hutchings, co¬ 
founder of Withings, a 
French start-up showing off a 
baby monitor, a blood pres¬ 
sure monitor and other prod¬ 
ucts at CES, said smart 
devices are opening up all 
kinds of new possibilities for 
the home. 

The Withings baby monitor 
features a camera equipped 
with night vision that can send 
pictures and audio to an 
iPhone or any other device 
with a connected screen. 

A microphone allows par¬ 
ents to talk to the child from 
another room and they can 
set alarms to be awoken if a 
baby's sleep is disrupted.

US urges less fluoride in 
water supply 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US government recommended 
that the level of fluoride in the 
public drinking supply be low¬ 
ered to avoid dental problems 
due to overexposure. 

Once ranked among the 
greatest public health achieve¬ 
ments of the last century, fluor¬ 
idation of water is less needed 
now because many Americans 
get plenty from toothpaste and 
mouthwash, said the Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Human 
Services and the Environmen¬ 
tal Protection Agency in a joint 
statement. 

’’Today both HHS and EPA 
are making announcements on 
fluoride based on the most up 
to date scientific data,” said 
EPA Assistant Administrator 
for the Office of Water Peter 
Silva. 

”EPA’s new analysis will 


help us make sure that people 
benefit from tooth decay pre¬ 
vention while at the same time 
avoiding the unwanted health 
effects from too much fluo¬ 
ride.” 

The agencies noted that 
adding fluoride to water and 
toothpaste has resulted in a 
’’significant decline in tooth 
decay in the US over the past 
several decades.” 

However, ’’Americans have 
access to more sources of flu¬ 
oride than they did when water 
fluoridation was first intro¬ 
duced in the United States in 
the 1940s.” 

The new recommendations 
will call for adding just 0.7 
milligrams of fluoride per liter 
of water to water supplies, the 
lower end of the current range 
of 0.7 to 1.2 milligrams per 
liter. 


Eating carrots 'makes you 
more attractive': study 



LONDON,England (AFP) - 
Eating strongly coloured veg¬ 
etables and fruit such as carrots 
and plums makes people more 
attractive, according to a new 
British study. 

Researchers at St Andrews 
and Bristol universities studied 
the relationship between skin 
colour and attractiveness, and 
found people with a yellow 
skin hue were perceived as 
particularly healthy and attrac¬ 
tive, the Grocer magazine re¬ 
ported. 

They also established for 
the first time that yellow pig¬ 
ments, or carotenoids, from 
certain fruit and vegetables 
played a key role in producing 
yellowness in skin. 

As part of the study, 40 vol¬ 
unteers rated 51 Scottish Cau¬ 
casian faces for healthiness 


and attractiveness. 

The results will be pub¬ 
lished in the journal Evolution 
and Human Behaviour in 
March, the magazine said. 

Ian Stephen, one of the sci¬ 
entists involved in the project, 
said the link between yellow¬ 
ness and carotenoids opened 
up new strategies for encour¬ 
aging young people to eat 
more fruit and vegetables, es¬ 
pecially as it took just two 
months of increased consump¬ 
tion to produce visible results. 

He told the Grocer: ’’Telling 
people they might have a heart 
attack in 40 years’ time if they 
don't eat more healthily is one 
thing. What we can do is say, 
'This is what you could look in 
a couple of months if you in¬ 
creased your fruit and veg in¬ 
take’.” 


Ecuador Congress makes organ 
donations automatic 



QUITO, Ecuador (AFP) - 
Ecuador's legislature has 
passed a bill that makes organ 


donations for transplant auto¬ 
matic at death unless a 
prospective donor has specifi¬ 
cally requested otherwise. 

The measure was passed 
by a vote of 111 to 124. 

All Ecuadorans and for¬ 
eigners legally residing in 
Ecuador who are 18 years of 
age or older would automati¬ 
cally donate their organs, tis¬ 
sue and human cells after death 
unless they indicate otherwise 
on their identity documents. 

Those who choose not to 


become donors will not be dis¬ 
criminated against and their 
decision cannot be publicized, 
according to the bill. 

If it is signed into law as ex¬ 
pected by President Rafael 
Correa, the move will become 
mandatory for all health sys¬ 
tems in Ecuador. It also allows 
Ecuadorans living abroad to 
request to be added on a wait¬ 
ing list for a transplant. 

Foreign organ donations are 
prohibited under the measure. 


Chilean scientists seek alcoholism vaccine 


SANTIAGO ,Chile (AFP) - 
Chilean researchers said this 
week they are developing a 
vaccine against alcoholism that 
could be tested on humans 
starting next year and works by 
neutralizing an enzyme that 
metabolizes alcohol.The ge¬ 
netic therapy is based on alde¬ 
hyde dehydrogenase, a group 
of enzymes that metabolize al¬ 
cohol and are thus responsible 
for alcohol tolerance, said Juan 
Asenjo, who heads a team of 
researchers at Chile's Faculty 
of Sciences and Mathematics 
and the private lab Recalcine. 

About 20 percent of the 
Asian population lacks this en¬ 
zyme and thus experience 
"such a strong reaction that it 
discourages consumption,” he 
added. 

The vaccine would simi¬ 
larly increase unease, nausea 
and tachycardia (accelerated 
heart beat). 

"With the vaccine, the de¬ 
sire to consume alcohol will be 
greatly reduced thanks to these 
reactions,” Asenjo told Radio 
Cooperativa. 

Researchers have already 
successfully tested the vaccine 
on rats who were dependent on 
alcohol, and got them to halve 
their consumption. 

"The idea is to have 90-95 
percent reduction of consump¬ 
tion for humans,” Asenjo said. 

It would work like patches 
or pills that help smokers kick 
the habit, but with better effi¬ 
ciency by specifically targeting 
liver cells and avoiding collat¬ 
eral effects on all cells. 

This year, researchers plan 
to focus on mass production of 
virus cells and conduct tests on 



animals to determine proper 
dosage before launching 
human tests in 2012. 


In October, US researchers 
announced they had discov¬ 
ered a gene variation known as 
CYP2EI that can protect 
against alcoholism and could 
lead to a preventative treat¬ 
ment. 

The gene variant known as 
CYP2EI is linked to people's 
response to alcohol, and for 10 
to 20 percent of people who 
have it, just a few glasses leads 


them to feeling more drunk 
than the rest of the population, 
said University of North Car¬ 
olina researchers at the Chapel 
Hill School of Medicine 

This CYP2EI gene - lo¬ 
cated in the brain, not the liver 
— has long been known to hold 
an enzyme for metabolizing al¬ 
cohol, and generates molecules 
known as free radicals. But a 
specific variant of the gene 
makes people more sensitive 
to alcohol, according to Uni¬ 
versity of North Carolina re¬ 
searchers. 

Drugs that can be created to 
induce the CYP2E1 gene 
could eventually make people 
more sensitive to alcohol or 
help sober them up if they have 
had to much, according to that 
research team.

Shanghai overtakes Singapore as world's busiest port 

SHANGHAI ,China (AFP) - Shanghai said it overtook Singa¬ 
pore for the first time in 2010 to become the world's busiest con¬ 
tainer port, as the global economic recovery boosted cargo traffic 
through China's business centre. Shanghai's port handled 29.05 
million 20-foot equivalent units, or TEUs, in 2010 — 500,000 
TEUs more than Singapore, the Shanghai government said in a 
statement. 


World Bank chief set to laud India 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - World Bank President Robert Zoellick 
opens a four-day visit to India this week where he was expected 
to laud the efforts by the big emerging country on its growing 
role in the global economy. "India's return to high levels of 
growth is helping the global economy recover from the crisis," 
said Zoellick in a statement from Washington. He said the World 
Bank supported India's "strategy of boosting growth while help¬ 
ing the most vulnerable people be able to seize the opportunities 
afforded by an expanding economy." 


Protests as Bangladesh shares suffer record fall 

DHAKA (AFP) - Hundreds of investors held demonstrations in 
cities across Bangladesh after the country's main stock exchange 
plunged nearly eight percent in its steepest ever daily fall. 

The benchmark Dhaka Stock Exchange general index (DGEN) 
lost 600 points or 7.76 percent to close at 7135.02 as panic 
gripped investors who have enjoyed massive gains over the last 
two years.Local police chief Tofazzal Hossain said at least 300 
investors chanted slogans near the stock exchange building in 
the capital Dhaka. Week-end loss was the highest in the DSE's 
more than 50-year history, with dealers saying corrections are 
long overdue. 


Prices rise as ECB stares into eurozone divide 

FRANKFURT,Germany (AFP) - Inflation is on the rise as the 
European Central Bank tries to deal with diverging eurozone eco¬ 
nomic trends and China positions itself as a potential friend for 
indebted governments.The ECB has been battling solvency crises 
in peripheral eurozone countries and supplying commercial 
banks with cash to ensure lending to the 17-nation economy but 
must now consider again its primary mandate: price stability. 
Climbing energy and food prices indicate inflation can no longer 
be considered a back-burner issue, complicating the ECB's task 
as it works to help banks strengthen their reserves and capitals 
to solidify

UN warns record food prices put 
millions at risk 



ROME, Italy (AFP) - 
The United Nations warned 
that millions of people are at 
risk after global food prices hit 
their highest level ever, as 
clashes over rising prices 
erupted in Algeria this week. 

Surging prices for cooking 
oil, cereal and sugar in partic¬ 
ular, "will affect millions of 
people," Abdolreza Abbassian, 
an economist at the UN's Food 
and Agriculture Organisation 


(FAO) in Rome, told AFP. 

The FAO's food price 
index, an average of monthly 
price changes for meat, dairy, 
cereals, oil and sugar, hit 214.7 
points in December — the high¬ 
est level since the index began 
in 1990. 

The December level tops 
the peak of 213.5 in June 2008. 

Price highs at the time pro¬ 
voked a food crisis and riots in 
a number of African countries, 
as well as in Haiti and the 
Philippines, and aid agencies 
fear the latest price rises could 
spark further violence. 

In Algeria this week, 
demonstrators and security 
forces clashed in the capital 
and other towns in protests 
against a spike in the costs of 
basic food items by 20 to 30 
percent this month. 

The global price index for 
sugar in December rose to a 


record high of 398.4, up from 
373.4 in November. The price 
of cereals also rose over the 
same period to 237.6 points, 
the highest level since August 
2008. 

"Rising prices are re- 
emerging as a threat to global 
growth and social stability," 
Robert Zoellick, president of 
the World Bank, wrote in a 
commentary for the Financial 
Times. 

Zoellick also stressed the 
importance of improving 
"long-range weather forecast¬ 
ing and monitoring, especially 
in Africa." 

The FAO's November Food 
Outlook report blamed rising 
food prices on unexpected 
shortfalls due to bad weather, 
aggravated by policy re¬ 
sponses from some exporting 
countries, which had seen a 
knock-on effect on the market. 


Economic fears as Belgium beats European 
record 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Belgium 
took the record for Europe's 
longest political crisis week¬ 
end as it hit 209 days without 
a government, amid mounting 
concern among business chiefs 
over the effects on its econ¬ 
omy. 

As the divided country sur¬ 
passed previous record-holder 
the Netherlands, where politi¬ 
cians haggled 208 days before 
striking a deal in 1977, Bel¬ 
gium's top business leaders 
raised alarm bells about the 
crisis in newspaper Le Soir. 

Billionaire investor Albert 
Frere, a leading shareholder in 
energy groups Total and GDF 
Suez, said he was "appalled by 
this chaotic situation which 
could have long-lasting effects 
on the Belgian economy." 

"The markets will be merci¬ 
less if the country does not 
emerge promptly from this un¬ 
precedented hell," he said. 

Belgian politicians have 
been deadlocked over the for¬ 
mation of a new government 
for nearly seven months and 
the political crisis deepened 
Thursday when a mediator ap¬ 
pointed by the king threw in 
the towel in exasperation. 

Johan Vande Lanotte ten¬ 
dered his resignation to Albert 
II a day after the country's 
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powerful Flemish separatists 
refused to discuss a plan to 
give the country's Dutch- and 
French-speaking regions more 
power. 

The plan was offered to 
seven political parties as a 
basis for setting up a coalition 
government after June 13 elec¬ 
tions failed to produce an out¬ 
right winner. 

Albert II will announce 
whether he will accept Vande 
Lanotte's resignation or not. 
He could decide to name a new 
go-between or widen the list of 
parties involved in the negoti¬ 
ations. 

While a caretaker cabinet is 
keeping the state running, fears 
are mounting of looming eco¬ 
nomic strife. 

"It is now that we must... 
choose definitive solutions," 
Luc De Bruyckere, the head of 
the Flemish industries associa¬ 


tion, said in Le Soir. 

"If we do not do it our¬ 
selves, we will in the end be 
forced to by international mar¬ 
ket pressures," he said. 

Others however warned 
against forming a new govern¬ 
ment too quickly. 

"Belgium has a government 
that manages day-to-day af¬ 
fairs in an efficient manner," 
said Herman Daems, the chair¬ 
man of the board at BNP 
Paribas Fortis. 

"It would be better to take a 
bit more time to reach a good 
agreement rather than to 
favour a crisis government," 
which would send "a bad sig¬ 
nal to the markets," Daems 
said.

Once a proud member of the British Naval Fleet, 
the decommissioned HMS Invincible 


HONG KONG,China (AFP) - 
A Hong Kong businessman 
has offered to pay about $7.7 
million for the British aircraft 
carrier HMS Invincible so he 
can turn it into an international 
school in China, a report said . 

The South China Morning 
Post reported that Lam Kin- 
bong made the bid at an online 
auction for the decommis¬ 
sioned ship, which played a 
key role in the 1982 Falkland 
Islands conflict between Ar¬ 
gentina and Britain. 

Lam, who operates the pop¬ 
ular Wing Wah chain of Chi¬ 
nese restaurants in Britain, 
offered to pay five million 
pounds ($7.7 million) in the 
auction, which stopped taking 
bids, the paper said. 

If he wins the auction, Lam 
plans to tow the 22,000-tonne 
Invincible to the southern Chi¬ 
nese city of Zhuhai, near Hong 
Kong and Macau, and turn it 
into a school "to help foster 
communication and cultural 
ties between China and 
Britain", the report said. 

Lam could not be reached 


for comment. 

The entrepreneur told the 
Post that he had no plans to use 
the ship for military purposes, 
amid US concerns about Bei¬ 
jing's military build-up. 

"My intentions— are purely 
commercial and have nothing 
to do with the military," Lam 
was quoted as saying. 

Lam said another option is 
to berth the vessel in the Eng¬ 


lish city of Liverpool and turn 
it into "a school to boost the 
understanding of China and 
the Chinese in Britain". 

A British defence ministry 
spokeswoman told the Post 
that the vessel would be 
stripped of all its components. 

"In effect, whoever buys 
equipment like this is buying a 
shell", she added.

Seahawks win NFL playoff shocker, Jets 
edge Colts 



SEATTLE, Washington 
(AFP) - Matt Hasselbeck 
passed for 272 yards and four 
touchdowns and Marshawn 
Lynch scampered 67 yards for 
a touchdown as the Seattle 
Seahawks upset defending 
Super Bowl champs New Or¬ 
leans 41-36. 

The Seahawks rallied from 
an early deficit to score 17 con¬ 
secutive points in the first half 
of Saturday's NFC wild card 
playoff game at Qwest Field. 

"We felt something special 
all week and today was a heck 
of a start for us," Hasselbeck 
said. 

The opening round playoff 
win comes one week after 
Seattle became the National 


Football League's first divi¬ 
sion winner with a losing 
record. The Seahawks won 
the NFC West this season 
with just seven wins and nine 
regular season losses. 

"I feel pretty calm right 
now," said Seattle coach Pete 
Carroll. "We expected to win 
and in fact it happened. I 
know it sounds crazy." 

In the late game, LaDain- 
ian Tomlinson scored two 
touchdowns and Nick Folk 
kicked the game-winning 
field goal on the final play as 
the New York Jets edged In¬ 
dianapolis 17-16 to advance 
to the second round of the 
playoffs. 

The Seahawks held a 34- 


20 lead early in the final quar¬ 
ter before Saints quarterback 
Drew Brees looked ready to 
lead the Saints in a comeback. 

But Lynch helped dash 
their hopes by breaking a half 
dozen tackles on a long run 
before scoring a touchdown 
with 3:22 left. 

"I assume people are going 
to say it was more about what 
the Saints didn't do and not 
what we did, or that the Saints 
lost the game, not us winning 
it," Seattle wide receiver 
Mike Williams said. 

"Whatever is said it doesn't 
matter. What matters is the di¬ 
rection our team is in and the 
focus the guys have in the 
locker room." 

Late in the game, Brees led 
the Saints on a 70-yard drive, 
throwing a six-yard touch¬ 
down pass to Devery Hender¬ 
son. But the Saints failed to 
score on the two-point at¬ 
tempt and then bungled an at¬ 
tempted on side kick. 

Brees finished 39-of-60 
for 404 yards and two touch¬ 
downs for New Orleans, who 
earned a wild card berth with 
their 11-5 record, but were 
forced to travel to Seattle de¬ 
spite their superior record. 

The Seahawks will travel 
to play next weekend against 
either Atlanta or Chicago 
while the Jets have the diffi¬ 
cult task of facing top-seeded 
New England next Sunday. 

Folk kicked a 32-yard field 
goal with three seconds left, 
lifting the Jets to a dramatic 
victory over the Colts in an 
see-saw contest. 

"I tell you it feels awe¬ 
some," Jets coach Rex Ryan 
said. "We are moving on. Our 
offence had to pick up the de¬ 
fence.

"We totally dominated the 
second half offensively and 
on defence we had to hold

British Open champion Oosthuizen wins again 


EAST LONDON (AFP) - 
British Open champion Louis 
Oosthuizen holed a birdie 
putt on the first hole of a sud¬ 
den-death play-off here on 
Sunday and added the Africa 
Open to his trophy collection. 

While Oosthuizen sank a 
nine-footer for a three after a 
tee shot that took a lucky 
bounce after appearing des¬ 
tined for rough at the par-four 
18th, Spaniard Manuel 
Quiros and Englishman Chris 
Wood had to settle for pars. 

Oosthuizen (70), Quiros 
(69) and Wood (68) com¬ 
pleted their four rounds on 
16-under 276 at East London 
Golf Club as the absence of 



wind from the final 18 holes 
made scoring conditions 
favourable. 

Success was particularly 
sweet for world number 21 


Oosthuizen, who has endured 
some bad luck since rocking 
the golf world last July with 
a seven-stroke British Open 
triumph at St Andrews. 

After injuring his ankle 
while hunting, he finished 
last at the invitational Sun 
City Challenge last month 
and missed the Alfred Dun- 
hill Championship cut a week 
later. 

But a third-place finish at 
the pre-Christmas South 
African Open in Durban de¬ 
spite battling to drop birdie 
putts signalled that a recovery 
was imminent and he was a 
deserved and popular winner 
in this Eastern Cape city.

Van Wyk upstages millionaires, 
but India win 


DURBAN (AFP) - Late re- 
placement Morne van Wyk 
upstaged the millionaires of 
the Indian Premier League 
but couldn't stop India beat¬ 
ing South Africa by 21 runs 
in a one-off Twenty20 inter¬ 
national at the Moses Mab- 
hida Stadium on Sunday. 

Van Wyk hit the fastest 
half-century by a South 
African in a 20-overs interna¬ 
tional but when he was out 
for 67 his team-mates sub¬ 
sided on a low, slow pitch. 

India, spurred by an in¬ 
nings of 53 off 34 balls by 
Rohit Sharma, made 168 for 
six. South Africa, with black 


icon Makyaha Ntini playing 
his last international, could 
only manage 147 for nine. 

On the weekend of the IPL 
auction, when the lowest- 
priced Indian player was 
signed up for 700,000 dollars 
and several of his South 
African teammates attracted 
substantial bids, Van Wyk 
was the only South African to 
master the pitch and the In¬ 
dian bowlers. 

Van Wyk went to his half- 
century off 24 balls. He hit 
five sixes and five fours be¬ 
fore being caught at deep 
square leg for 67, made off 
39 deliveries.
